of nominees for aldermen in full sympathy 
with him. 


At 9 o'clock, about 500 being [present, 


Hon. E, B. Xewhall called the meeting 
to order, and in a red hot speech set

Some Sugca*tl<ms for the Young Bread 


linkers. 


now to make good bread was discussed 


by Mrs. Hill at her last lecture. 


This was the recipe: Oat meal" bread: 


Pour one pint scalded milk on one cupful 
pearled oats, add one ttblespoonful butter, 
one tablespooniul sugax, and ono table- 
spoonful salt. 
Dissolve one-third cake 


compressed yeast in one-half cupful luke- 
warm water and add to tho other ingre- 
dients, when they'have become cool. Add 
as much flour,-white or entire wheat as 
you can work ia with a knife. Knead till 
smooth and elastic. Set to rise, overnight, 
in a temperature of about 70 degrees. Cut 
down, shape into loavas. 
When doable 


in bulk bake about fifty minutes. 


Entire wheat bread: Follow'the preced- 


ing recipe, leaving out the pearled oats, 
and adding another tablespoonfnl 
of 
sugar. 


Suggestions for young bread makers: 


The time required 
depends upon the 


quantity of yeast used and the tempera- 
ture at which the dough is kept. 


The size of the loaf depends upon the 


amount of liquid used, not upon the 
amount of flour. 


Yeast Is a plant of the fungus family, 


and must be tre.ited as a plant.

tion, to protest against Turkish barbarities 
and to appeal to the powers to protect 
Christians and Armenians in Turkey. 
President Seth Low of Columbia college 
presided, and mudo a short address'. Rov. 
Father Duoey made a speech, and Varlan 
Dilloogan, an Armenian Christian, who 
escaped the massacres of last summer, re- 
lated his experiences. The following reso- 
lutions were adopted: 


That in our opinion the Sultan of Turkey has 


forfeited all right to rule over the Armenian 
people. 


That we respectfully urge our government 
to make every possible effort to induce the 
Eovurnmcnts of Christendom to arouse them- . 
solves from their apathy and put an end to j 
this intolerable state of alTaira, which threat- 
ens with extermination thousands aud thou-! 
sancLs of innocent fellow beings. 


That we urge upon our government also to 


do everything in its power to preserve the 
fruits of American missionary toil. 


That we express our ardent sympathy with 


the unutterable sufferings of this persecuted 
race, and that wo call upon ail the people oi 
Christendom to insist that these Unutterable 
sufferings shall cease. 


President Low, in his speech, said that 


the powers of Europe were to blame for 
the existing state of affairs, and particu- 
larly England, for sho had, after 
the 


Crimean war, practically guaranteed the 
protection 
of 
Christians in Turkey. 


Speeches were iilso made by Dr. W. H. 
Thompson, John Hames and Bev. C. W. 
S. Boyd.
